Report That the Crew of the Compet­ 
itor Were Tried By Secret Court 
Martial la Not Confirmed—Such 
Ac ion Contrary to Treaty—Cuban 
News. 


Washington, Nov. 25.—The State De­ 
partment has received absolutely no 
Information of any kind from Havana 
or elsewhere concerning the report that 
the Competitor prisoners have been 
tried by a secret and summary court- 
martial. Under these circumstances no 
statement will be made at the depart­ 
ment concerning the report, but in 
view of the plain provisions of our 
treaty, and also of the clear require­ 
ments of the domestic laws of Spain, 
the officials are loth to believe that 
the report is correct. 
It is pointed out that under the law 
for public order promulgated in Ha­ 
vana some months ago it is absolutely 
essential that counsel shall be allowed 
to prisoners on trial, and that there 
shall be no secrecy in the proceedings. 
Under the protocol of our treaty with 
Spain there likewise is a provision 
for publicity in trials, and for full re­ 
presentation of accused by counsel. 
It is believed, in view of these pro­ 
visions, that the authorities at Havana 
would not dare to make such a flagrant 
breach of law as the report alleges.

An E l D o ra d o M in in g E n g in e e r Invents a 
N ew P o w e r M ach in e. 
San Francisco has brought oat a new 
wave motor which seems to promise 
better and more practical results than 
previous devices for utilizing the enor­ 
mous lost power of the ever shifting 
sea. 
As des wibed by The Call, it ap­ 
pears simple in conception, yet unerring 
in execution, and its advantage over 
other motors, as claimed by the invent 
or, is that the whole machinery is on 
the solid land and not out on the sur­ 
face of the water, at the mercy of wind 
and tide, breaker aud calm. 
A float or large buoy is securely an­ 
chored in the water, and on it is stepped 
a strong pole or mast long enough that 
its top will describe considerable of an 
arc as the structure pitches on the in 
rolling waves. Of course, the float will 
move forward and backward to its an 
thor, but this motion is an assistant. 
From the top of the mast a wire rope 
runs ashore to the motor proper. Near 
this machine it is attached to a chain 
which goes over a cogged dram, drawn 
around an ordinary pulley stationed be 
low and upriver another drum down to 
a heavy weight. Within these drums 
are pawl and ratchet wheels so arranged 
in relation to each other that their rev 
elations in opposite directions roll the 
flywheel constantly in one direction. 
The pull of the float not only sets the 
flywheel iu motion, but raises the 
weight, and tho slacking of the wire 
rope permits it to sink again without 
checking the ever turning flywheel. The 
recurring tug on the wire rope caused 
by the pitching float immediately be 
gins to lift the weight, and this is the 
philosophy of the wave gendered power 
At the place where J. M. Dwyer, the 
inventor, has tried his motor, there 
are hardly any waves, aud even nuder 
those conditions he found that the ma­ 
chine worked successfully. He intends 
to move out to Baker’s beach, where 
the breakers are heavier and more regu­ 
lar. Mr.-Dwyer is a mining engineer 
from El Dorado and has spent consid­ 
erable time in the stndy of a new prac­ 
tical plan for utilizing the power of the 
sea. His invention is patented, and a 
company of mining men are interested 
in the new motor.

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THANKSGIVING TURKEY. 


The Thanksgiving turkey shoot is a 
sporting event which survives only in 
remote >”,rsl districts. 
It never was a 
feature of the urban celebration of the 
holiday, and hardly one city bred man 
out of a hundred would know what was 
meant by the term. 
The origin of the turkey shoot dates 
way back to the time of our Puritan 
forefathers, when wild turkeys could be 
found in great abundance all over New 
England. As the newly created day of 


Rufe had marked off the' line behind 
which the marksmen were to stand. The 
boys had built up a fire of driftwood, 
where numbed lingers might be thawed 
out, and all was in readiness.
